GENERAL LIST 


Some of you have been disappointed to find no small sizes of the plants you 
want or to find us sold out. Since we can propagate most of our things only 
once a year and they will persist in growing bigger as time passes we cannot 
have small sizes all year round, nor can we always estimate correctly the de- 
mand for a particular plant and have it in stock all year. Therefore we are 
listing usually only one size (occasionally two). We will have smaller and some- 
times larger sizes available part of the year — ask us. 

ACHILLEA argentea—3-4 inch neat cut-leaf silvery mounds, effective all year 
with white flowers in summer. Does not like too much water, 4’s—75¢. 
filipendulina—3.-4 feet, flat heads of yellow, summer, good cut flower, 
dries well, g.c. 
ttomentosa—Dwarf to 8 inches with dark green very cut foliage, yellow 
flowers all year if kept cut. 4’s 
AETHIONEMA coridifolium (Iberis jucunda)—4-10 inches, blue-grey fine 
foliage and pink flowers in spring. 4’s—75¢. 
Warley Rose—4-6 inches, blue green needlelike foliage, rose-pink flowers, 
spring, like a miniature Daphne, likes good drainage. 4’s—75¢. 


t®AJUGA reptans—Ground cover for shade, moisture, evergreen foliage, 3-4 
inches, purple-blue spikes. Flats. 
ALYSSUM—To 1 foot, spring, grey foliage, profuse bloom. Shear back half 
of foliage after flowering. g.c.—70¢. 
saxatile—bright yellow. 
saxatile citrinum—pale lemon-yellow.

ANTHEMIS Moonlight—To 2% feet, blooms profusely all summer, finely cut 
foliage, good cut flower. Pale, almost cream yellow daisy, very fine 
new variety. g.c. 


*AQUILEGIA (Columbine)—to 3 feet, spring and early summer, ferny foliage, 
sun or shade. The ones listed in g.c. have bloomed once. Others are 
from seed and most will bloom this year. Cut to ground after flower- 
ing and new clean foliage will appear. g.c. 7 

longissima hybrids—nice color range. 

Mrs. Scott Elliott hybrids—wonderful colors and combinations, whites, 
pinks, blue to red shades. 

Purdy’s “My Choice” hybrids—huge flowers in balanced mixture of 
colors, superb.

ARABIS—all dwarf to 4 inches for edging or wall, white flowers, freely pro- 
duced, early spring, sun, shear severely after flowering. 
albida fl. pl.—covered with double white flowers, good cut. 4’s. Fts.— 
$4.50. 
albida variegata—single white flowers. Its golden variegated foliage and 
neat habit make this a good color bet all year. 4’s—70¢. 


ARENARIA montana—neat mounds 6-8 inches, profuse large white cups 
with flower stems slightly trailing, sun. 4’s. 


ARTEMESIA— 

albula (Silver King)—foliage plant to 3% feet, much branched frosted 
silver sprays, good cut, any soil, inclined to be invasive. g.c. 

§Dracunculus (Tarragon)—the famous flavoring herb. 4’s — 70¢. 

frigida (Fringed wormwood)—12 inches, lovely silvery mounds of much 
cut foliage. g.c. — 90¢. 

pontica (Roman wormwood)—ferny grey foliage, forms patches of low 
feathery shoots. g.c.—90¢. 

Purshiana—to 2 feet, silvery grey. g.c. — 90¢. 


DwarFr ASTERS—dumosus hybrids. 
1 foot or less, completely covered with flowers, August-September, 
good edging. These bloom about six weeks. gc. — 70¢. 
Marjorie—late-blooming rose-pink to 1 foot. 
Nancy—to 6 inches, lilac blue. Very charming. 


Harpy ASTERS (Michaelmas Daisies)—-Lovely autumn-flowering plants, 
good cut, sun, cut to ground after flowering. g.c. 

Adorable—Large flower, deep clear pink, 4-4'4 feet. 
Beechwood Challenger—crimson red, 3 feet, August-September. 
Gay Border Blue—Rich violet-blue with yellow eye, 4 feet. 
Harrington’s Pink—best pink, 3 feet, September. 
Mt. Everest—3-4 feet, pure white. 
Red Rover—deep rosy-red with golden center, September. 
Violetta—violet-purple, very profuse, 3 feet, September.

subcaeruleus Star of Eisenach—bright lavender-blue flowers 2-3 inches 
across on 15 inch stems over low basal foliage, good cut, May-July. g.c. 


* AUBRIETA—lovely early spring edging plants, bloom profusely, give half 
shade and plenty of water in summer. Shear lightly after flowering 
for good foliage rest of year. Good for carpeting spring bulbs. 

Eyrii—rosy-lilac. 4’s. 
Purple Knoll—deep blue-violet, 4’s. 
V indictive—rose-red, the nearest red we’ve had so far. 4’s. 


*BELLIS perennis Dresden China—dainty miniature English daisy, does not 
self sow, pale to deep pink, double, very profuse, blooms most of the 


year, light shade. 4’s. 


*CAMPANULA—profuse blue or white flowers, star shaped, or cup shaped, 
ranging in height from trailing dwarf to 4 to 6 feet, summer and 
fall, light shade or sun.

COTTAGE CARNATIONS—new race of hardy carnations, grassy foliage, 
spicily fragrant, June-October, 2-2% inch flowers on 15 inch sturdy 
stems. These are excellent garden subjects. 4’s — 75¢. 

Cynthia—-gardenia-like flower of pure shrimp-pink. 
Lucia—deep rose-pink with sharply edged petals. 
Salmon Unique—a good clean mid-pink, in spite of its name.

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Sylvia—pale rose-pink edged silvery white. 
American Beauty—15-18 inches, large spicy salmon to red flowers, ex- 
cellent cut, blooms all the time except in very cold weather. 


CARNATIONS—As we said last year we have been trying out various types 
for hardiness, good habit, colors and especially for outdoor growth. 
The ones listed below are the first fruit of this study. It will be 
realized that due to very limited stock plantings, there will be very 
few plants available for sale, but come in and see them. All are long 
bloomers and excellent cut flowers. 4’s — 75¢. 
Mrs. Hillyer Brown—a good medium pink, habit is floppy, but if unstaked 
it will form a mound. June-November. 
Outdoor Red—excellent habit, scarlet, very popular with the male sex. 
Will Rogers—deep velvety red, darker than Outdoor Red, profuse bloom- 
er, also a popular buttonhole subject. 
CENTAUREA candidissima (Dusty Miller)—(Also see “Senecio.” )—thick 
silvery white foliage, to 10 inches. g.c. — 90¢. 

TCERASTIUM tomentosum (‘“‘Snow-in-Summer”)—dwarf, small grey foliage, 
profuse white bloom in summer, good ground cover, shear severely 
after flowering. Fts. 

CERATOSTIGMA—one of the best fall blues, good reddiish autumn color 
in foliage. 
t*plumbaginoides—hardy, 1 foot, ground cover, shade. g.c. 
Willmottianum—2 feet, a bushy type which should have a mound of 
leaves at base in cold climates. Blooms profusely in fall with lovely 
true deep blue small flowers all along stems. g.c. — 90¢. 


fCHAMOMILE—Ground cover, light green creeping and spreading mossy 
effect, may be walked on as much as lawn and gives off aromatic fra- 
grance. Must be cut and rolled a few times a year to look well. Fts. 
CHRYSANTHEMUM maximum (Shasta Daisy)—profuse white daisy flowers 
summer and fall, good cut. 
var. Beauté Nivelloise—2-2% feet, fringed double petalled white up to 7 
inches across, very fine. g.c. 
var. Esther Read—1-1% feet, double crested white. g.c. — 70¢. 
var. G. Marconi—tully double fringed large flowers, 2-3 feet. g.c. 
var. Chiffon—2 feet, fringed, quilled and curled petals give very fluffy 
effect. g.c. 
CHRYSANTHEMUM Mawii—to 1% feet, most charming with green cut-leaf 
foliage, literally covered with dusty pink daisies from April to Nov. 
A’s 


CLEMATIS—Cumeine Type 

Henryi—deciduous, climbing to 10 feet, huge 6 inch white blooms, 2-3 
times a year if cut back after each flowering. Cut to ground early 
spring. g.c. — $1.80. 

Ramona—deciduous, climbing to 10 feet or more, large pale blue flowers 
2-3 times a year if treated like Henryi. g.c. — $1.80. 

Mme. Eduouard André—deciduous, climbing to 8 feet, lovely rich red 
flowers. g.c. — $1.80. 

Armandii—evergreen, vigorous climber to 20 feet or more, pure white 
fragrant flowers in clusters in spring. g.c. — $3.50.

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Clematis culture—good drainage, cut back deciduous ones to within 8 
inches of ground for second and third crop of flowers—feed when cut 
back with a good all-round general fertilizer.

integrifolia—2 feet, June-July, deep blue tubular flowers, deliciously 

fragrant, followed by ornamental seed heads. g.c. — $1.25. 


CONVOLVULUS— 
Cneorum—2 feet, silvery-grey foliage and profuse pure white flowers 
one inch across all over the shrub June-October, drought resistant. 
g.c. — $1.25. 


mauritanicus—trailer, profuse lavender-blue flowers, May-Oct. g.c.—90¢. 


*CYCLAMEN ibericum (persicum)—this is the parent from which the florist 
cyclamen comes and is a good garden subject for shade, with various 
colored flowers in early spring for a long season. 4’s — 75¢. 


DELPHINIUM Vetterle and Reinelt Strain. g.c. — 70¢. 
Black Knight—deepest velvety purple. 
Blue Jay—clear medium to deep blue. 


Galahad—white 


DIANTHUS—all low growing, profuse bloom, long season. 4’s — 70¢. 

Bobby—an excellent compact growing gem with glaucous foliage and 
single deep pink flowers with crimson centers, 8 inches, April-Nov- 
ember, good cut. 

glacialis albus—tiny needle-like green tufts and white Baer flowers, 
6 inches. 3’s — 60¢. 

latifolius Beatrix—pink double flowers in clusters for 9 months. Must 
be established to bloom well. Shear back in October or November 
half of green foliage to prevent straggly plants. 4’s. 

latifolius Beatrix alba—white form of above. 4’s. 
Little Joe—blue-grey foliage tufts from which spring 6-8 inch stems 
bearing flaming crimson red single flowers, April until November. 
Mrs. Dina Weller—very compact growth covered with lavender-pink 
flowers with much deeper center ring, 6-inch, blooms May and June. 

noeanus—densely tufted green foliage, very dwarf, flowers to 10 inches 
high, white and fragrant, most attractive. 4’s — 75¢. 

Peggy—this is one you must have. Soft pink semi-double flowers and 
blue-grey foliage, 12 inches. Blooms March-November. 

Purity—a good companion to the above. Dbl. pure white flowers, 12 
inches. 

Rose Cushion—a miniature with quantities of tiny pinks 4 inches above 
cushions of foliage. 

Tiny Rubies—4- 5 inch stems of rose pink carnation-like flowers. Strik- 
in 

Wallace Red—we have a good stock of this sensational new Dianthus. 10 
inches, in bloom April-November, brilliant crimson red double flow- 
ers of "good size and substance, compact growth of blue-grey foliage. 

Winteri—wonderful range of free flowering colors, single, with darker 
center zone, blue-grey foliage. fts. 

*DICENTRA formosa Sweetheart—12-15 inches, everblooming white bleeding 

heart, fragrant, shade. 4’s — $1.25.

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DIMORPHOTHECA ecklonis—2-3 feet, profuse single white daisies with blue 
center and mauve reverse, 3 inches across, blooms most all the time, 
but tender, less so when woody. g.c. 

*DORONICUM caucasicum magnificum—Gerbera-like flowers of clear yellow 
on 2 foot stems, excellent cut, shade, spring. 4’s, g.c. 

+DUCHESNEA indica—an excellent vigorous ground cover with yellow flowers 
and bright red fruit held above foliage. Belongs to strawberry family. 

Bare root to order 6¢ each in lots of 100 or more. 

ECHINACEA (formerly Rudbeckia) purpurea The King— at last we have 
enough of this handsome plant to offer for sale. Large 4 inch star- 
like dusty rose flowers with dark central cone on 4-5 foot stiff stems, 
excellent cut, sun. Gives a distinctly stylized and modernistic effect. 
g.c. — 90¢. 

ERIGERON The Quakeress—1% feet, blooms freely 9 months of the year, with 
lavender-pink large aster- like flowers, indispensable, excellent cut. g.c. 

ERYSIMUM Menziesii—admired by all who saw it last year. Starts bloom in 
January and continues until very cold weather. Keep seed pods cut. 
The plant makes a mound | foot high and wide and covers itself with 
fragrant, creamy chartreuse flowers. 4’s. 

pulchellum—lovely bright green foliage and bright yellow flowers. 6-8 
inches, spring, 4’s. 

*fEUPHORBIA myrsinites—spreading and trailing, with striking blue-green 
stiff foliage and chartreuse flower heads in spring and summer. Sun 
or part shade. g.c. 90¢. 

FELICIA petiolata rosea—pink daisies on trailing stems, good hanging basket. 
4’s, 

tFESTUCA ovina var. glawca—excellent blue-grey ornamental grass to 8 
inches. Can be used as specimen accent or for ground cover. Fairly 
drought-resistant. Fts., $4.00. 

+*FRAGARIA chiloensis—-strawberry ground cover with large 1 inch white 
flowers, sun or shade. Flats. 


*FRANCOA ramosa—white or faintly tinged pink long thin spikes, to 2 feet, 
in summer, from good evergreen basal rosettes of leaves, shade. g.c. 


GAILLARDIA grandiflora—2 feet, cuts well, profuse bloom April to Novem- 
ber. Variety Burgundy comes from seed and is not entirely true to 
color but all are good, full. g.c. 
Burgundy—deep wine-red. 
Sun-God—pure yellow, very free blooming. 


§GERANIUM—scented ones only. 3’s — 50¢, 4’s. 

Lemon-scented—Pelargonium crispum—crinkly crisp light green leaves, 
small pink flowers. 

Lime scented—toothed, roundish medium-green stiff foliage. 

Rose scented—Pelargonium graveolens—cut leaved foliage. 

Nutmeg scented—Pelargonium fragrans—soft textured roundish foliage 
with slight greyish cast. 

Peppermint scented—larger and more cut and divided leaves than Rose- 
scented.

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GLAUCIUM flavum—an excellent orange-yellow poppy, makes a spread of 3 
feet and is about 2% feet tall, glaucous foliage. g.c. — 90¢. 
GROUND COVERS— 
In spite of all our efforts we have not yet been able to meet demand on 
some of the ground covers listed—notably Vinca minor, and Vinca minor 
Bowles’ var. We hope that our friends will realize that it takes four 
months to a year to get good saleable stock of these items. Last fall and 
this spring we are enlarging our stock plantings of these plants. 
GYPSOPHILA— 
Bristol Fairy—graceful airy mounds of double white flowers May and 
June, excellent cut flower, to 3 feet high and wide. g.c. — 90¢. 
repens Bodgeri Rosy Veil—dwarf double pink to 15 inches all summer. 
4’s — 70¢. | 
repens rosea—very flat with dainty single pink tiny flowers in profusion, 
May-October. 4’s. 

THELIANTHEMUM—Mostly prostrate evergreen shrublets, blooming pro- 
fusely in April and May, most drop day’s bloom by noon except 
where noted, good for banks, edging, ground cover, shear severely 
after flowering. 4’s, Fts. to order only — $5.00. 

American Beauty—bright red, green foliage. 

appeninum var. roseum—very grey foliage, soft rose flowers. 

Apricot—rose-peach, prostrate, bright green foliage. 

Apricot double—new, lovely double apricot flowers, bright shiny green 
foliage. 

Ben Ledi—large flowers of crimson lake, green foliage. 

Ben Nevis—flattest grower of all and slower, deep yellow with dark 
center. . 

Boule de Feu (Fireball)—double red, blooms last all day and have longer 
season. 

Ball of Gold—same as above only double yellow. 

Brunette—pale dusty red, deep scarlet center. 

Buttercup—clear golden-yellow, bright light green foliage, this one holds 
bloom all day. 

Burnt Orange—tawny-orange semi-double, very prostrate with dark 
green foliage. 

Goldilocks—largest blooms of all, bright yellow, medium grey foliage. . 

Jock Scott—large tomato-red, stiff habit, dark green foliage. | 

Saint Mary’s—pure white. 

Seattle—bronze. 

Stanford—cardinal-red. 

Sunlite—new, bright green shiny foliage and lovely large sunny yellow 
flowers. Stock limited. 
Wisley Primrose—lovely large pale primrose yellow flowers, medium 

grey foliage. 


HELENIUM Riverton Gem—Old gold. Excellent tall-growing late-blooming 
plant, good cut, 3-4 feet. g.c. 
HELIOTROPE Black Beauty—definitely a pot plant needing greenhouse pro- 
tection with us in winter, but stunning with its deep violet purple 
flowers and dark green foliage. 4’s.

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*HELLEBORUS niger (Christmas Rose)—to 1% feet, creamy white single 
flowers at Christmas time, good cut. Give shade and plenty of summer 
watering.

corsicus—2¥2 feet high and wide, an interesting plant with stiff prickly 
edged, blue-green foliage and creamy chartreuse flowers about Easter 
time. Excellent for shade. g.c. $1.25. 

*HEMEROCALLIS—Day lilies, shade or sun, any soil. 

Cressida—deep orange self, June-July, evergreen foliage. g.c. — 90¢. 
Dawn—rose with smoky grey effect, 30 inches. August. g.c. — 90¢. 
Hyperion—40 inches, July-August, finest pale yellow, fragrant, cuts well. 


g.c. — $1.20. 
_ Margaret Perry—48 inches. July-August, very large deep orange-scarlet. 
g.c. — 90¢. 


HERBS—We are constantly adding to our list of perennial herbs. These are 
marked in the body of the list with a §. We are trying to include all 
present-day culinary herbs and a few others (medicinal, etc.) which 
are a curiosity or are decorative in themselves. Ask us if the kind 
you want is not listed. 

*HEUCHERA sanguinea—old fashioned Coral Bells, 1-132 feet, June-Sept., 
shade or sun, good edging plant with evergreen foliage mounds. 4’s. 

Perry’s W Bite — creamy to pure white bells, combines well with red, 
4’s — 70¢. 

HUNNEMANIA fumariaefolia Sunlite (Mexican Tulip poppy)—to 2 feet, 
glaucous foliage and large cup-shaped yellow flowers to 3 inches 
across, sun and drainage. Like all poppies it does not like to be 
moved therefore we supply in 2% inch pots at 40¢. g.c. — 90¢. 

IBERIS—to 1 foot, evergreen dark green foliage, profuse early spring bloom- 
ers, good cut. 

gibraltarica—a sheet of lavender. 4’s. 

sempervirens—pure white, spreading. 3’s. 

Sempervirens Little Cushion—very compact little cushion-like balls, cov- 
ered with white flowers in early spring. 3’s — 50¢. 

sempervirens Snowflake—More compact, larger white flower. 4’s — 70¢. 

*+IVY (Hedera)—English, variegated, small leaved types for shade or sun, use 

for ground covers, vines, pot plants.
